GROWTH. 


Trees That Will Grow and Thrire in Q»l

At a meeting of the California llortfcnlti 


ml society, the Rev. C. A. Buckbec spoke as 
follows In regard to the mulberry tree:

annual revenues from the cultivation and 
proper uso of tlio' mulberry tree. 
The ten

Istence to this tree. In Jts cultivation mil 
lions ot their people hare for gcneiulions 
found their chief employment and main sup- 
port. It is to-day, one of the principal re- 
sources for their daily bread with millions in 
China and"Japau. 


When the secret for producing silk from 


the leaf of tho mnlberry was discovered In 
China, It was guarded for ages. When.'the 
knowledge was finally brought to Europe, Its 
value w«s aor-eclatod by kings and princes 
everywhere; patents of nobility were granted 
by European mnnarchs to those who became 
eminent In producing raw silk from the mul. 
xrrjr leaf. Even now It Is not an uncommon 
:hlng to seo princes in royal families, with 
then- ladlM, Kalherlng leaves from this won- 
derful tree, feeding them with their own 
lands to tho sitkwogns In their royal racoon- 
irlos, and rejohhig at the end of tl.elr lalwr 
n the possession of bales ot raw silk, so 
,ured by their own ihdttstrv.

tliat U is composed of solid or fibrous coloring 
matter, water, saccharine and resinous or 
silky matter. The first three elements are 
absolutely necessary to the life of the silk 
-worm. TJio saccharine nourishes the Insect 
the restaous matter is accumulated and puri- 
fied by its peculiar organization, and forms 
tho silky filament of the cocoon. Tho yield 
of silk depends upon the amount of sienha- 
rine lu the leaf. Good soil is: therefore neces- 
s,ary to produce a full cocoon and the best 
quality of silk. Experienced cultarlsts are 
careful to enrich tho soil when it becomes ' 
hard or impoverished by long use. 


Leaves from thi) white mulberry, when 


grown upon elevated situations, and exposed 
to a dry-atinospl.ere, produce abundant silk, 
pure, strom? and of t|ie finest quality. 
• Tho trees may be propagated from seed, 
cuttings or Ujers. Those propazated from 
seed are hardier and In, e longer, but an not 
reliable as to variety. From ope hundred 
trees of the same seed not more than twenty 
may bo of the same variety. As tho white 
mulberry h most desiiable for the best silk, 
propagation from cuttings and_by.grafiingbe- - 
comes more important. A« intelligent, active 
nan can set 250 to 300 grafts a day. 


The white mulberry succeeds admirably 


from Cutting*. The ground should be plowed 
deep nnd well harrowed. The cnttlngs, six 
o eight Inches long, should be set in rows, 
.hree or four feet apart, the ground pressed 
Irmly around tho lower end, the upper end 
covered with mellow ear|h. ,Dfep plowing 
s necessary in ordw to open a way for the 
roots 16 go don n to the moisture In the mill 
nd unable the trees to withstand the long 
rainless season In southern California. Such 


propagation will repay a hundred fold by 
more rapid giwvth and larger yield of leaf 
nd fruit. It will be a legacy' better than 


golden to future generations. 


When the trees are to be grown frojn beed,
